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Dazzle 


S was to be expected, the Road Research technical paper Vehicle Headlighting: 
Visibility and Glare serves only to emphasize once again what an intractable 
problem dazzle is. This,is, presumably, the report for which the Minister 

of Transport has been waiting for the past few years, and it is a pity that, in some 
Parliamentary answers on the subject of dazzle an optimistic impression has been 
allowed to grow as to the outcome of experiments being made. The report’s recom- 
mendations, by their very complexity, shatter any such optimism : 


If uniformity within narrow limits is to be achieved the following action appears to be 
essential : 


1. Adoption of a particular design of beam, or issue of a specification with which all meeting 
beams manufactured must comply, and fixing the mounting height. 

2. Specification of the way the beam must be aimed. 
3. Specification of a limit beyond which the beam must not be allowed to deteriorate 


4. Discontinuance of the practice of reinforcing the “ official”? meeting beam with beams from 
other lamps. 


5. Formulation of a specification in terms of intensity and orientation with which beams from 
lamps of earlier designs should comply. 


6. Devising and applying effective methods for ensuring that the specifications regarding aim 
and deterioration are adhered to. 


Recommendation 6 pinpoints the difficulty of such a plan of campaign—enforce- 
ment of the regulations, which would be quite impossible. In isolated instances an 
offender might be stopped at night and proved to have offended, but time, place and 
police would all have to coincide. Otherwise, unpremeditated anti-dazzle testing 
would have to be done on night roads, to which we are unalterably opposed. The 
roads are cluttered up enough already with the trappings of authority Moreover, 
vehicles halted on night roads cause considerable danger. 

Two long-term solutions exist to the dazzle problem: one is polarized light, intimi- 
datingly complex in application, the other, wide main roads with central hedges. No 
dazzle exists on such roads, where most of the traffic would tend to be; such dazzle 
as would remain on minor roads could be accepted as one of the inevitable imper- 
fections of life. 


Many Benefits 


T remains incredible to all but the most cynical that successive Governments refuse 

to see the great benefits that would flow from increased road construction The 

cynic shrugs and remarks that roads do not earn votes where “free” benefits for 

voters do; yet even the most ignorant voter should be aware of the road building that 

is going on all over the world except in Britain, and should note the coincidence that 

the most go-ahead countries in the economic sense have the most modern road 
systems. 

From the humanitarian aspect, Mr. Donald Bastow has hit hard at latssez-fatre 
administrations; his remarks, which were quoted in The Autocar of September 10, 
have been reinforced by the September 1 issue of the Medical Press, whose leading 
article says: 


It is time that governments stopped sheltering behin the formidable powers of the pokce 
with their automatic accusations of dangerous or careless driving, and faced the fact that our 
roads are the most dangerous in Europe. Face it we must sooner or later, and the longer we 
leave it the higher the cost in labour and land values, but above all in lives and limbs. Every 
day’s delay, let those responsible remember, means death or injury that they could prevent 


In one other respect Britain is being put further out of date, for Pakistan is 
changing the rule of the road to the one observed in most countries of the world—keer 
right. No one minimizes the difficulties of this change, but the time is approaching 
when Britain will be alone on the left. The Pakistan change should be studied on the 
spot in case this country’s practice should one day become too anachronistic ar 
example of isolation.

a popular topic of conversation among keen drivers. It 

is a very human failing to enjoy admiration; in circles 
where driving skill and ability are admired, what easier way 
is there to gain kudos than by claiming to have made a 
journey in a shorter time than anybody else—at all events, 
in a time which will impress the audience? Unfortunately, 
it is among the knowledgeable that such claims carry—or 
should carry—least weight, the claimant deceiving nobody 
but himself. 

More often than not, the calculations of average speeds 
are based on a little hasty mental arithmetic which runs 
along these lines: “We started just after lunch—I noticed 
the town clock as we left; let’s say 2 p.m. It’s now 5.10— 
let’s call that 5 because of the stop for cigarettes. That’s 
three hours. Then you can knock off a quarter of an hour 
at least for the fuel stop when we had the oil and tyres 
checked, and probably half an hour for tea. What does the 
trip read? Eighty-nine miles—call it 90, it’s easier to work 
out. What does that make it? Good heavens, 90 miles in 
2} hours, an average of 40 m.p.h. That’s not bad.” Nor, 
indeed, is it bad to average 40 m.p.h. in everyday conditions 
on British roads. In fact, however, the average is probably 
very much less 

Perhaps the town clock read five minutes to two; certainly 
the stop for cigarettes did not take more than three minutes, 
and it would be a very overworked and understaffed garage 
that could not refuel the car and check the oil and tyres in 
seven minutes. The tea stop took, perhaps, 20 minutes. 
We have, therefore, a probable stopping time of half an hour. 


[P roputa claims of high average speeds have ever been

Then there is the possible discrepancy between the accurate 
town clock and the driver’s watch, which loses and is five 
minutes slow. This makes the total time 3 hours and 20 
minutes. Subtract the stopping time and it leaves a running 
time of 2 hours 50 minutes—or an average speed of 31.8 
m.p.h. This is the opposite extreme; the answer probably 
lies somewhere between the two. i 

Those are the more obvious sources of error which, with- 
out much trouble, can be avoided. Clearly, if the result is to 
be worth anything at all, the time and distance must both be 
measured accurately. It is useless to take the starting time 
from one clock and the finishing time from another, without 
any check as to the accuracy of either. Distances themselves 
are subject to error. Those quoted in the R.A.C. and A.A. 
handbooks are from town centre to town centre. It will 
obviously give an extremely flattering result if the distance 
is taken as being to the beginning of the built-up area. For 
practical purposes the mileage indicated by the odometer is 
usually taken, but one cannot expect any high degree of 
accuracy from this. The discrepancy may not make very 
much difference on a 90-mile run, but on a day’s travelling 
of 300-400 miles it can have appreciable effect. 

During The Autocar Road Tests the speedometers of the 
cars are checked against an electric speedometer which is 
regularly sent to the manufacturer for testing. Car speedo- 
meters are often found to read 5 per cent high in m.p.h., 
and more at higher speeds, and this may apply equally to 
the odometer, though that does not necessarily follow. A 
journey of 300 miles might be shown by the odometer as 
being 315 miles—a true average of 30 m.p.h. would become 
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31.5—not particularly significant in this form, but 40 m.p.h. 
sounds very much better than does 38.5. However, a further 
consideration arises out of this. 

The speedometer may read 5 per cent high at speeds up 
to 70 m.p.h. but, at higher speeds, centrifuga! force increases 
the diameter of the tyres, progressively reducing the speed- 
ometer’s “flatter” until it may read low. Suppose, on a 
five-hour journey, the miles put into each hour by a car 
capable of a cruising speed of 70 m.p.h were 43, 48, 47, 38 
and 45. These would all be subject to the 5 per cent correc- 
tion and would become 40.8, 45.6, 44.6, 36.1 and 32.7 miles. 
Another source of inaccuracy, and one that it is almost 
impossible to cater for, is wheelspin. In a high performance 
car on wet roads it can definitely throw one’s calculations 
out. 

The habit of deducting time for hold ups and stops is not 
altogether justified. If an average is to mean anything, it 
should indicate the total distance covered in the total time. 
It is no criterion of the car’s performance or the driver’s 
ability to “stick at it” if he claims that his average was 
50 m.p.h. allowing for a halt to reline the clutch and a night 
in bed for the exhausted driver to get over his exertions. 
It is interesting, however, further to subdivide one’s running 
time into periods spent in restricted areas or on the open 
road. 

A very familiar daily journey starts in Sussex, near Tun- 
bridge Wells (itself in Kent), and finishes in London. The 
odometer-indicated distance’ is 44.7 miles and, on a recent 
occasion, when figures were taken, the journey took 1 hour 
and 28 minutes, an all-in average of 30.5 m.p.h. Of 
the total distance, 27.3 miles are in restricted areas, 13.6 
are On main roads and 3.8 are on B class roads. On the 


occasion quoted, the 13.6 miles of main roads were covered 
in 17 minutes—an average of 48 m.p.h. The built-up areas, 
before the rush hour, produced an average of 24.8 m.p.h. 
(27.3 miles in 66 minutes), and the B class roads (3.8 miles 
in 5 minutes), 45.6 m.p.h. The not very impressive main 
road average is accounted for by the fact that the restricted

This disc indicates clearly the differing rates of progress on 
the open road and in restricted areas.

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areas are six in number and the longest main road stretch 
is seven miles; four of the unrestricted sections are under 
two miles. The opportunities, therefore, for sustained high 
cruising speeds are few, and it is felt that, by observing 
speed limits and in a car with a maximum speed of 75 m.p.h., 
this is probably as fast as the journey can reasonably be 
made. 

These figures introduce an interesting point. The total 
average (total distance divided by total time) gives a figure 
of 30.5 m.p.h. But by adding the three averages (48, 24.8 
and 45.6 m.p.h.) together one gets a figure of 118.4 
which, divided by three, gives 39.4 m.p.h. and proves the 
fallacy of trying to average averages. 


Not Easy 


To maintain an average of 50 m.p.h. on British roads takes 
a great deal of doing, and a car that will reach a maximum 
of 80-90 m.p.h. in a reasonably short time is necessary. On 
a recent journey from Dunkirk to Berne in the personal 
1950 Standard Vanguard, a running average of 43 m.p.h. was 
maintained without intentionally exceeding 65 m.p.h. The 
journey was some 490 mules and, including stops, the aver- 
age was 33 m.p.h. No attempt was made to do the run 
in record time, the primary object being to spare the car. 
On a subsequent journey from Cherbourg to Bordeaux in a 
Bristol 403 which would approach a three-figure maximum, 
the running average for the 399-mile journey was around 
48 m.p.h. Both journeys were made on excellent French 
roads. A cruising speed of 65 m.p.h. was used on one run, 
producing an average of 43 m.p.h.; on the other the car 
travelled frequently at 85 to 90 m.p.h. and produced an 
average increase of only 5 m.p.h. 

The best sustained speed in the Bristol was 20 miles in 
20 minutes, but at no time were anything like 60 miles put 
into an hour; the best figure was 55 miles. If, on the won- 
derful Routes Nationales in a fast car, this mile-a-minute 
average was not maintained for 60 minutes, how manifestly 
unlikely it is on British roads! And yet the claim is fre- 
quently made. It is not, repeat not, true to say that one 
has done 60 miles in an hour when one has, in fact, covered 
30 miles in 30 minutes. In ideal conditions, perhaps at night 
or in the early morning in summer, and with a car with 
brisk acceleration, it is obviously possible, but conditions 
have to be exceptional. 


On the Record 


The findings of an instrument—the Hico Tachograph— 
recently tested by The Autocar (July 9 issuey, make an in- 
teresting study, and show graphically how much varying 
road conditions affect rate of progress. The Tachograph is 
made up of hinged halves; the front half contains a clock, 
and the rear a speedometer. The dial includes the speedo- 
meter and, inset, a clock face and an odometer. The clock- 
winding “key” is a large, flat metal plate on to which is 
pinned a specially prepared, waxed paper disc. The speedo- 
meter mechanism, in addition to operating the needle on 
the dial, moves two pointers radially outward in a slot. As 
the clock slowly revolves the disc and the speedometer oper- 
ates the pointers, a trace is made on the waxed surface of 
the disc. The points nearest the circumference indicate the 
highest speeds reached and, when the trace meets the inner 
ring on the disc, it indicates a halt. 

It is possible, by studying the disc closely after a journey, 
to calculate, with a moderate degree of accuracy, standing 
time, periods of sustained high cruising speed, time spent 
in built-up areas and so on. It Can be seen from the 
sections of disc reproduced how relatively little travelling 
time—in this country, at all events—is spent at a reasonable 
cruising speed. One realizes, too, that, in conditions of 
everyday traffic, to achieve a good overall average a very 
high cruising speed has to be maintained on the open road, 
in order to offset the time spent crawling through towns. 

Although this instrument was designed primarily for use 
by new car delivery firms as a check that their drivers are 
not exceeding the running-in speeds of the cars they are 
delivering, it shows only too clearly the state of our roads. 
It shows, too. that claims to have achieved phenomenal

averages are often but admissions of 
driving far too fast on an utterly out- 
dated and hopelessly overcrowded 
road system. 

The total length of the public roads 
in Great Britain, over which we try 
to put up reasonable average speeds, | 
is 180,000 miles. Trunk roads and 
Class 1 roads account for about 15 per 
cent; of the remaining 85 per cent, 

Class 2 roads make up 10 and un- 

classified roads 75 per cent. The last category includes the 
bulk of residential streets and country lanes. This means 
that, on a completely representative journey of 100 miles, no 
fewer than 75 miles weuld be spent in conditions where 
high speeds are impossible. Obviously one selects routes to 
avoid, wherever possible, this 75 per cent, but the fact 
remains that it exists, and it is not possible entirely to 
avoid it. On the 10 per cent of good, fast roads, however, 
the post-war population of heavy goods vehicles has in- 
creased by 90 per cent over the pre-war figure. There are, in 
act, more than twice as many goods vehicles registered as 
there were before the war. The 50 per cent increase in re- 
gistrations of cars over the pre-war figure has shown a traffic 
increase of only 5 per cent because of the effects of over- 
taxation of private motoring. 

When studying these figures, one cannot but conjecture 
on the state of the roads in a few years’ time. If traffic— 
or actual usage—continues to increase at this slower rate 
than the increase in registrations, it will take some time 
before saturation point is reached. If taxation is reduced 
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and traffic increases in proportion to the new registrations, 
it should not be long before our towns are joined by 
sausage-like strings of cars incapable of moving ahead or 
astern. What price average speeds then? 

The state of affairs in Central London is, of course, well 
known. The section of the Tachograph disc does not show 
a crossing of Central London, nor does it indicate rush- 
hour conditions. It shows a run _ through South-east 
London, from Bromley to Waterloo, at a time before the 
morning rush, but it is bad enough. During the busiest 
times of the day, Central London traffic progresses at the 
rate of only 8 miles in each hour, and a third of the time 
spent on a journey through this area is occupied by waiting 
at road junctions. It has been calculated by the British 
Road Federation that there are, on average, 200-300 people 
per mile sitting, impatiently doing nothing, in cars, buses 
and lorries brought to a standstill by congestion during the 
rush hours. And, what is more, if the speed of traffic could 
be doubled to 16 m.p.h. in Central London there would 
be a saving of 13,000 man-hours each hour. 

All these things show why  sus- 
tained high average speeds are very 
hard to achieve. If an average is to 
mean anything, the time must be 
accurately taken on one reliable watch 
or clock. The times for stops and 
hold ups—if they are to be considered 
—must be recorded sincerely, and the 
distance taken as being covered must 
be . correct. If these factors are 
genuinely accurate the speedometer’s 
mileage-computing error (at least this 
is constant for a particular car) and in- 
accuracies introduced by wheelspin can 
be ignored except by the purists. No 
doubt, however, we shall continue to 
seek to impress our friends by telling 
them we have averaged 50 m.p.h., 
covering 300 miles in 6 hours, when, 
in fact, we have covered 295 miles in 
6 hours 10 minutes and averaged only 
17.8.

REPORT ON DAZZLE 


Not much optimism as regards a solu- 
tion to the dazzle problem is stimu- 
lated by the latest publication of the Road 


Research Laboratory, Technical Paper 
No. 32 (Vehicle Headlighting: Visibility 
and Glare, H.M.S.O., 2s). It reviews 
work done on the prevention of dazzle 
and makes an obvious attempt to reduce 
its recommendations to as near simplicity 
as possible. But the effort, as can be 
judged from the quotations in the leading 
article on page 373, can hardly be judged 
successful, and it appears inevitable that 
conditions should continue to be much 
as they are at present. 

If the aiming of lamps could be im 
proved; if inefficient lamps could be 
eliminated; if a single design of lamp 
could be adopted for all vehicles; if, in 
other words, uniformity of design and 
maintenance could be achieved, there 
might, says the Road Research Labora- 
tory, be a great improvement in night 
driving conditions. But even this, the 
Laboratory continues, would not give a 
range of vision great enough for safe driv- 


ing at speeds which are now common. 
It finds that the modern double-dip lamp, 
in spite of complaints of ‘ts dazzling 
nature, has the best distribution of light 
from its beams, and ascribes much of the 
dazzle complained of to the fact that 
dazzled drivers have lights on their own 
vehicles that are far less efficient, thus 
intensifying the dazzle effect. Various 
minor recommendations are made, notably 
as regards beam misalignment on com- 
mercial vehicles between loaded and un- 
loaded conditions, and the warning is 
uttered that, if improvement cannot be 
obtained by other means, the possibilities 
of polarized light will have to be 
considered.

RECORDING BRAKE PERFORMANCE 


‘THERE are various instruments for 

measuring brake performance, such 
as, for example, the Tapley meter which 
is used in The Autocar Road Tests. The 
simple meter consisting of a steel ball 
which rolls up a ramp when the brakes 
are applied is also well known. Neither 
of these, however, produces a permanent 
record. Then there are much more com- 
plicated and costly instruments, known as 
recording decelerometers, in which a pen 
moving over a chart produces a record 
of the deceleration ensuing when the 
brakes are applied, the chart being itself 
moved through the instrument by a clock 
mechanism. 

An ingenious adapiation of the steel ball 
and ramp has been designed by Girling, 
Ltd., who naturally have a special interest 
in brake testing. This instrument pro- 
duces a permanent record by a very 
simple method. A jin steel ball rolls up 
a curved ramp and, in doing so, it touches 
in turn a number of electrical contacts, 
each of which is connected to a condenser 
charged through a suitable resistance from 
two small 90-volt dry batteries. 

As the ball touches each contact a 
circuit is completed and the condenser 
discharges through a similar number of 
wires which rest on a sensitized paper 
roll, burning a small but clear dot on the 
paper. Thus a permanent record is made* 
of that particular brake application. A 
lever on the front of the instrument moves 
the paper forward ready for the next test, 
exposes the result of the test just made, 
and switches the instrument off 

The instrument is placed on the floor 
of the vehicle under test with its front 
panel facing to the rear. The lever on the 
front of the panel is then raised to the

“on” position and, when the brakes are 
applied, the record is made on the chart. 
Brake tests are normally made at a speed 
of 30 m.p.h. on a level road, but the 
instrument has also been found to operate 
satisfactorily at speeds up to 50 m.p.h. 

The contact points on the curved ramp 
and the wire contacts on the sensitized 
paper are positioned to represent braking 
efficiencies of 20, 30 and so on, up to 100 
per cent. The roll of sensitized paper 
contained in the instrument is sufficient 
for approximately 15,000 brake tests, and 
the life of the batteries is really their 
“shelf” life, as the current taken from 
them is very small. Removal of a secur- 
ing screw in the bottom of the case 
enables the instrument to be slid forward 
out of the case for removal of the paper 
roll or batteries. 

Girling, Ltd., are to manufacture this 
recording decelerometer, which will be 
inexpensive, as it is expected that there 
should be a large demand for it by their 
distributors and agents, especially in view 
of the campaign for road safety.

There was also an award for the out- 
and-out fastest car, as this is the basis 
of the sports car world championship 
for which the T.T. is the British event 
to count. This went to Hawthorn’s 
Ferrari, which held off the challenge of 
Ascari’s and Fangio’s Lancias until 
both of the pursuing cars went out of 
action. Thus Ferrari have such a lead 
that they are now established as the 
champion marque again this year.

walked away with first and second team 
prizes after an outstanding display of 
reliability. For once the weather was 
kind, and the Ulster A.C. was re- 
warded for its painstaking prepara- 
tions and organization by what was 
probably the best attendance yet at 
Dundrod. 


T is doubtful whether any T.T. race has 
had such a fine entry as the 1954 event. 

A glance down the list is enough for the 
names of virtually all the best and best 
known drivers to be spotted. On the 
Thursday morning before the race the 
drivers included Fangio, Ascari, Gonzalez, 
Moss, Hawthorn, Villoresi, Taruffi, Trin- 
tignant, Parnell, Salvadori, and so on. Irish 
drivers were represented by Desmond 
Titterington, Joe Flynn, R. J. Adams and 
others Briefly, then. the Continent, 


England and Ireland were represented in 
force, 

Just as the drivers were of mixed 
nationality, so it was with the cars, Apart 
from Mercedes, it was difficult to spot the 
absence of any big name in racing. From 
England there were Jaguar, Aston Martin, 
H.W.M., Kieft, Frazer-Nash, Cooper- 
Bristol, Connaught, Triumph, Lotus and 
Cooper-M.G. From Italy there were 
Ferrari, Lancia, Maserati (all works 
entries) and Osca; from France the 
Gordinis, D.B.-Panhards, a D.B.-Renault, 
a Panhard and a D.B. 

Somehow, when there is such a formid- 
able entry on paper, strange tricks of 
fortune seem to play their part in reducing 
the field to more average stature. But all 
the cars appeared, and all the drivers were 
there; all that was desirable was an absence 
of the typical Dundrod weather. But on 
Thursday morning there was a squall that 
quickly drenched everyone in the open 
in Belfast and in the surrounding country- 
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The winning D.B.-Panhard in action.

Armagnac and Loreau had the race in 
their pockets. 


side, which included Dundrod. In the 
afternoon the weather cleared a little and 
the first practice got under way on wet 
roads, but without actual rain.

Although his driving has shown more 
skill and less effervescence recently, the 
undoubtedly tricky Dundrod circuit 
caught him out at Tournagrough. His 
Ferrari hit the bank twice, throwing him 
out on to the road.

On the wet road 
the practice period was full of incident.

m.p.h.), which was soon equalled by the 
Aston Martin of Peter Collins—one of two 
modified models with improved porting, 
differently located sparking plugs and a 
more streamlined body. A few minutes 
later Collins reduced the time to 5 min 
11 sec—and then came the news that 
Hawthorn had ac- 
companied Gonzalez 
to hospital, so it was 
known that there 
would be no further 
threat from the Eng- 
lish Ferrari driver 
that day. But the lap 
time was still being 
clipped — Taruff 
(Lancia) knocked the 
time down to 5 min 
3 sec, which was only 
2 sec outside the 
sports car record 
held by the Jaguar of 
Peter Walker. 
Speeds in prac- 
tice do not count for 
record purposes, but 
Walker’s record 
“fell” when Ascari 
broke 5 min, with a 
time of 4 min 58 sec 
(89.59 m.p.h.), and 
then went on to cut 
the lap time still 
more, ending as the 
fastest ‘man of the day with 4 min 
54 sec. A surprise was the second 
fastest —this was the Belfast driver 
Desmond Titterington, at the wheel. of 
Joe Kelly’s 3-litre Ferrari, who brought 
his time down to 4 min 55 sec, a speed of 
90.5 m.p.h.

with 88.11 m.p.h., and fourth Graham 
Whitehead with 86.4 m.p.h. in an Aston 

By Thursday evening it was abundanily 
clear that, despite the enforced withdrawal 
of Gonzalez and the disappearance of 
Maglioli—Hawthorn’s partner—because of 
the death of his mother, the race was likely 
to be a memorable struggle of the giants 
Although Maserati originally had been 
listed as reserves, the works team found 
itself in the race. And on Friday the 
practice battle began again, this time with 
torrential Dundrod rain to contend with. 
Again there were incidents. Two Aston 
Martins took to the same escape road, and 
the Lotus of Colin Chapman spun round 
in a most spirited way, damaging the car 
externally, but not putting it out of the 
race. The fastest times remained un- 
changed because of the bad conditions, 
but some drivers improved on_ their 
Thursday showings. 

With the absence of Gonzalez and 
Maglioli the Ferrari équipe were in diffi- 
culties, but on Friday evening it was 
announced that they would run one car, 
to be driven by Hawthorn and Trintig- 
nant. Although reduced to a single works 
car, Ferrari were confident, knowing how 
well Hawthorn knew the very tricky 
circuit. 

Saturday dawned bright, with a clear 
sky and unrestricted sunshine—and Ulster 
made its way to the circuit in force. The 
race was to start at 10.35 a.m., the cars 
then having to cover 94 laps of the 7.4- 
mile circuit, less handicap laps credited 
as “ covered” before the start. Before the 
Prime Minister arrived to meet the drivers 
and watch the race, the cars were lined 
up Le Mans fashion in front of the pits. 

At the beginning of the line was Ascari’s

Lancia and the similar 3.8-litre car of 
Fangio. Taruffi and Manzon had 3.3- 
litre Lancias. One of these was inad- 
vertently placed in front of the 34-litre 
Jaguar of Rolt and Hamilton, and farther 
down the line were the two new 23-litre 
Jaguars of Moss and Walker, and Wharton 
and Peter Whitehead. These Jaguars were, 
in effect, the Le Mans cars fitted with the 
new, smaller engines. Even the engines 
looked like those used at Le Mans, but 
they have a shorter stroke. This, accord- 
ing to Moss, made them interesting to 
drive, as the maximum r.p.m. was above 
that of their 3,442 c.c. big brothers, 
although, of course, the engines were too 
small to compete directly with the Ferrari 
and big Lancias. 

So, lined up in front of the pits was

indeed a very fine entry. There were two 
Jaguar-engined H.W.M.s (Gaze and 
Pritchard, and Abecassis and Mayers), 
two private Jaguars (Flynn and Large, and 
the Belgian Swaters and Laurent), a 3- 
litre Ferrari (Kelly and D. Titterington), 
six Triumphs, three Frazer-Nashes, three 
Kiefts, three Lotuses, two Porsches, two 
Oscas, and so on down the line to the 
litle D.B.-Panhards. As the Prime 
Minister talked to the drivers a jet plane 
made a couple of fast runs low over the 
course, then soared up to execute a grace- 
ful victory roll before disappearing into 
a patch of cloud, and a few minutes later 
the flag dropped, the drivers raced across 
the road to their cars, and the race was 
on. 

For once Moss was not first to get his 
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car under way—Rolt, in the big Jaguar, 
shot off into the lead, with Ascari on his 
heels, then Swaters’ Jaguar, Abecassis’ 
H.W.M. and Collins’ Aston Martin. 
Wharton made a bad start with his 24- 
litre Jaguar, as did Gallagher in a 
Gordini, and Berinstain took about a 
minute to get his D.B. started. The cars 
could be heard accelerating down the 
rather narrow road to Leathemstown 
corner, and a little later Ascari had taken 
the lead. 

At Cochranstown it was Ascari (Lancia), 
Roit (Jaguar), and Hawthorn, already in 
third place in the Ferrari. At Torna- 
grough, where Gonzalez had crashed in 
practice, Hawthorn moved up into second 
place, and that order held to the end of 
the first lap. Fangio was well up in fourth 
place (on actual distance covered) and 
Collins was going very fast in fifth place. 

After the leaders came a string of cars 
of all shapes and sizes, sometimes bunched 
as drivers tried to execute “triple over- 
taking ” on the short straight past the pits. 
All the cars—more than 50 of them! — 
streamed past sounding healthy, but 
Wharton, owing to his bad start, was "way 
back, struggling past car after car. After 
three laps Taruffi (Lancia) slipped past 
Collins, but up in front Hawthorn had 
passed the redoubtable Ascari, to the vast

pleasure of the crowds. As far as the 
world championship aspect was concerned, 
the odds were heavily on the Italian cars, 
but if an Italian car had to be fastest, 
then the crowds were all in favour of 
Hawthorn, naturally enough. 

Fangio was timed at 140 m.p.h. over 
the flying kilometre, which was faster 
than Hawthorn, yet as the race settled 
down there was no doubt that Hawthorn 
was steadily leaving Fangio farther and 
farther behind, and even Ascari was los- 
ing ground to Hawthorn at the rate of 
about 1.5 seconds a lap. McAlpine’s 14- 
litre Connaught was in trouble early, for 
it hit the bank at Tornagrough while

avoiding a car broadside across the road. 
He called at the pits to change a wheel, 
but the carburation was upset (there was 
no fuel injection on this car) and time 
was lost with more pit stops to make 
adjustments.

Hawthorn set up a new lap record for 
sports cars on his fourth lap at 91.12 
m.p.h., which was equalled by Ascari, who 
soon broke the record again with 91.43.

changed—although it was sunny at the 
pits there was rain on the highest part of 
the course, and one became used to seeing 
the Porsche saloon of Flower passing with 
its wipers going strong. At one stage 
there was a tremendous downpour, but it 
eased off before the finish.

He moved up 
through the field steadily until he was 
lying fifth, with Hawthorn, Ascari, Tarufh 
and Rolt in front of him in that order.

Panhard was all set to win. It had a use- 
ful lead over the Armagnac and Loreau 
car, and Hawthorn could not possibly 
catch it up on handicap—and then Bonnet 
went through a hedge and wrecked the 
car, fortunately escaping personal injury. 
This put Armagnac in the lead where he 
was quite unassailable. Cheered by his 
pit each lap, he drove round quietly until

propeller-shaft had come up through the floor! 
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the 94 laps were completed, to win the 
1954 Ulster T.T. for France. The tre- 
mendous pace set by Hawthorn gave him 
second place in the T.T. and the cup for 
the greatest distance covered. He also 
assured the world sports car champion- 
ship for Ferrari. In trying to catch him 
Ascari lost his propeller-shaft before the 
end. Musso and Mantovani had had a 
faultless run in their 2-litre works 
Maserati and deserved their third place. 
Taruffi took fourth place for Lancia, and 
England had to be content with the fifth 
place of a 2}-litre Jaguar. 

Although far behind Musso and Manto- 
vani in the 2-litre class, the Triumph 
TR2s put up an oustanding show of 
reliability. All six cars finished, and 
between them they collected both team 
prizes, the first team winning the S.M.M. 
T. Trophy. For once the weather had 
been reasonably kind, and it was good to 
see the crowds out again in force for the 
“international Ulster.” The organization 
was excellent.

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The Jaguar Mark VII has smooth 
contours and curvaceous lines, and 
the inclusion of a sunshine roof 
does not break the continuity of the 
roof line. One of the rear jacking 
brackets can be seen below the rear 
door. All the windows have bright 
frames and, besides the normal 
drop windows, hinged quarter lights 
are provided in both front and rear 
side windows. 


The panels that partially enclose the 
rear wheels are held in place by 
fasteners fitted to an extension on 
the front of the plate so that they 
are covered by the rear doors. Both 
fuel tanks have hinged caps fitted 
with locks. Twin handles, also with 
locks, are provided for opening and 
closing the luggage locker, and the 
deep rear bumper is fitted with 
sturdy over-riders. 





No. 1545: 
JAGUAR MARK VII SALOON (with Overdrive) 


INCE the Mark VII Jaguar was first introduced at the 
London Show of 1950 very few modifications have been 
made, but since the car was last tested by The Autocar 

in April, 1952, two additional forms of transmission have 
been offered, the Borg Warner automatic transmission and 


the Laycock-de Normanville overdrive. These units, in 
their application to the Jaguar, were described in the issues 
of February 27, 1953, and January 15, 1954. The car that 
forms the subject of this test had the Laycock-de Normanville 
overdrive, which’is arranged so that it can be operated auto- 
matically or controlled by the driver by means of a facia- 
mounted switch. In conjunction with the overdrive, the 
rear axle gearing has been lowered from 4.27 to 4.55 to 1 








for direct drive top gear, while with overdrive in operation 
the overall gear ratio is 3.538 to 1. This change in ratio 
does not noticeably alter the performance in direct top gear 
and in the indirect gear ratios, but the use of the overdrive 
reduces the engine speed when the car is cruising above the 
cutting-in speed of the overdrive unit, which was 38 m.p.h. 
on the car tested. 

As well as reducing engine speed, the use of the overdrive 
reduced the fuel consumption under certain driving condi- 
tions; for example, at comparatively low cruising speeds, when 
averaging 35 m.p.h. on an easy main road test section, 24.8 
m.p.g. was obtained with the overdrive in use, as against 
22.8 m.p.g. in direct top gear. On the other hand, on another 
test run when the car was driven comparatively hard, the 
consumption was increased to 17 m.p.g. with the overdrive, 
compared with 19.7 m.p.g. in direct top gear. The reduction 
on this occasion in fuel consumption when direct top gear 
was used may be accounted for by the reduction in the 
amount of gear changing that was necessary (owing to the 
improved acceleration) compared with that required when 
the overdrive was in operation. 

The car is, of course, powered by the now famous six- 
cylinder twin overhead camshaft engine, similar to that used 
in the XK120 two-seater and coupé models, and also the unit 
from which was developed the D-type Le Mans Jaguar des- 


A small edition of the Jaguar emblem is formed on the nose 
of the central bright bonnet strip; bright strips are also used 
along the sides of the bonnet. The side lamps are neatly 
faired into the wings and contain small red indicators which 
enable the driver to check that they are functioning. Twin 
fog lamps are built in below the head lamps. Below the 
over-riders are the front jacking points.

cribed in the Septem- 
ber 3, 1954, issue. Pro- 
ducing 160 b.h.p. at 5,200 
r.p.m. when running on a 
compression ratio of 8 
to 1 (an alternative 7 to 1 
ratio is also available) the 
engine provides ample 
power to propel the 
large and comfortable 
five-seater saloon at 
speeds in excess of 100 
m.p.h., yet even on the 
8 to 1 compression ratio 
it is particularly smooth and has plenty of power at low 
revs, an important feature when the car is being driven as a 
family saloon. The engine is slightly sensitive to the type 
of fuel used, and very slight pinking was noticed on some 
grades of first-grade fuel, but this is by no means excessive 
and feat completely eliminated if the more expensive grades 
are 


To complement the three-figure maximum, the Jaguar also 
has a very high cruising speed, 80 miles an hour being a par- 
ticularly pleasant speed—in this country the cruising speed 
is limited only by road conditions and not by any fear of 
overworking the mechanical components by keeping the right 
foot down too far for too long. The Mark VII is a large 
car by British standards yet it displays plenty of urge even 
when fully laden, and a Jaguar in a hurry is not usually 
overtaken. 

In keeping with the general smoothness of the engine, 
the clutch is also smooth and permits a very gentle take up, 
yet is well able to cope with brisk getaways—it is not diffi- 
cult to spin the rear wheels even on a dry road if there are 
slight errors in footwork—and there is no marked slip during 
rapid through-the-gears gear changing. The pedal is light 
to operate, but the actual range of travel is rather longer 
than usual, though this feature is scarcely noticed after the 
car has been driven for an hour or so, The four-speed gear 
box is operated by a central remote control lever of the type 
loved by the enthusiastic driver; it is very compact and posi- 
tive, although, like the clutch pedal, it requires a rather large 
movement, particularly between first and second gears. A 
slight stiffness was noticed when coming out of first gear. 
Synchromesh is provided on top, third and second gears. 
It is effective for normal changes, but it can be “beaten” 
if the driver is really in a hurry. The gear ratios are well 
chosen and provide useful steps. 

The overdrive unit is electrically controlled and has a 
master switch mounted on the right-hand side of the facia. 
With this in the overdrive position the car will automatically 


change up into overdrive when a speed of 38 m.p.h. is 
reached in top gear, and when this operation takes place a 
light built into the back of the switch is automatically 
illuminated. If the car speed drops below around 30 m.p.h. 
the mechanism will automatically change down into direct 
drive, but the actual change will not become effective until 
the throttle is opened, even though the speed with closed 
throttle may drop considerably below the normal automatic 
change down speed before the driver opens the throttle. 
This results in a particularly smooth, clutchless down change 
with a complete absence of jerk that might occur if the 
change down were made regardless of throttle position. The 
change up is also particularly smooth and pleasant. 

Road bumps are ironed out by a combination of the two 
nicely matched suspension units with independently sprung 
front wheels supported by wishbones and torsion bars, and a 
normal open propeller-shaft drive at the rear. Over all types 
of road surface the ride is good, the car is completely free 
from pitching, and is fairly roll-free on corners. The sus- 
pension is also very well damped, and no damper fade was 
experienced during hard driving in this country. With the 
tyres set at the standard pressures there is a considerable 
amount of tyre squeal even at low cornering speeds. It is 
reduced if the tyres are set at the higher pressures recom- 
mended for fast driving, and with these pressures the car 
did not feel in any way harsh when it was driven one up. 
For the maximum speed tests the tyre pressures were in- 
creased to over 30 Ib per sq in, and even with really hard 
tyres the ride is good and squeal is then almost eliminated. 


Steering Merits 


Both roadholding and cornering are of a very high order 
and the car responds well to the controls. It has very good 
directional stability and a pleasing degree of understeer. The 
steering is light and accurate and has a good sense of feel; it 
is precise to a degree that suggests considerably fewer turns 
from lock to lock than the measured 44. No road shocks 
are transmitted back through the mechanism to the driver’s 
hands. 

The braking system is somewhat unusual in that two 
trailing shoes are used at both front and rear as opposed 
to a more normal arrangement of two leading shoes at the 
front and leading and trailing shoes at the rear. This 
arrangement is adopted to provide a more stable system that 
is less susceptible to fade, but owing to the absence of the 
servo effect that is inherent in a two-leading shoe design, 
or to a lesser extent in a leading and trailing shoe layout, 
some form of servo assistance is desirable in order to reduce 
the pedal pressure required for maximum retardation. As 
can be seen from the performance table, a quite low pedal

pressure is required for the maximum recorded figure of 
0.83g, with a correspondingly low pressure for normal check 
braking. To test the brakes without servo assistance, figures 
were recorded with the engine switched off, and under these 
conditions a maximum of 0.83g was recorded with a pedal 
pressure of 125 Ib. 

For both normal and emergency braking the system has 
a very nice feel and the use of a servo considerably reduces 
driver fatigue, particularly when conditions require a large 
number of brake applications per mile. The hand brake is 
a substantial pull-up lever placed between the two separate 
front seats. Although this item of equipment is usually 
required only for parking purposes, on this car it will effec- 
tively stop the vehicle, and for test purposes the Jaguar was

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brought to a standstill after a maximum speed run by using 
the hand brake. 

The general smooth running and overall silence of the 
Mark VII tend to give both driver and passengers the im- 
pression that they are travelling much more slowly than in 
fact applies, and unless the speedometer is watched closely 
there is a tendency to come up on other traffic quite quickly. 
The body is well insulated from the mechanical components 
and there is very little road-excited body noise, although a 
regular “thump, thump” can be heard if the car is driven 
over regularly spaced objects such as cat’s-eyes reflectors. 
With the windows closed there is very little wind noise, but 
this is increased if the quarter lights or sunshine roof are 
opened. 

As well as the normal fore and aft adjustment for leg 
length, the seat is also adjustable for height by means of a 
handle placed in front of the cushion, while the steering

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wheel is adjustable on its column. The combination of 
these three variables caters for a very wide range of both 
drivers and driving positions, the height adjustment being 
particularly useful, as it enables a quite short driver to see 
the opposite side front wing. The all-round visibility is 
good and the windscreen pillars do not obstruct the view; 
the rear view is also satisfactory and the mirror is well 
placed and does not mask an important area of the wind- 
screen. 

The instruments are grouped in the centre section of the 
facia and include two large dials, the one on the right hous- 
ing the speedometer with trip and total mileage recorders, 
while a combined unit comprising the tachometer and an 
electric clock is on the left. Between these are placed three 
smaller dials containing an ammeter, a fuel gauge, and a 
combined oil pressure and water temperature gauge. Apart 
from the speedometer, which is sometimes masked by one 
of the spokes of the steering wheel, all the instruments can 
be clearly seen. At night they are illuminated by a violet 
light which does not cause reflection in the screen, although 
it would be better if the intensity of light could be reduced, 
possibly by the addition of a rheostat control. 


Twin Fuel Tanks 


The minor controls are grouped around the instruments, 
and these include the control for a screen wash, cigarette 
lighter, map-reading light, heater controls, and a change- 
over switch for the fuel system, which uses a twin tank 
arrangement, the fuel gauge being wired to indicate the 
amount of fuel in the tank that is in circuit, and not the 
total amount of fuel carried. The self-parking screenwiper 
blades are powered by a two-speed electric motor, and when 
switched to the high-speed position they are well able to 
keep the screen clear in very heavy rain. 

All the doors are large; they open wide and are pro- 
vided with catches on the check straps to hold them in the 
open position when required. The front seats are of ample 
proportions; they are comfortable and give good support 
generally, although the back of the seat cushion is inclined 
to be a little hard. The front passenger seat is also provided 
with a height adjustment similar to that fitted to the driving 
seat. The rear compartment is very comfortable and there 
is ample leg room for the passengers, even with the front 
seats set back as far as they will go. The seat is also wide 
enough for three persons comfortably and is fitted with a 
wide central arm-rest for use when two people are carried 
in the back. Two small lockers are built into the facia, the 
one on the passenger side being fitted with a lock; also 
a small drawer in the centre of the panel, this space being 
used to house the radio control unit if this equipment

is fitted. There is a useful parcel shelf behind the rear seat. 

In keeping with the air of spaciousness created by the rest 
of the car, the luggage locker is particularly large and of a 
very useful shape, so that it is well able to house a quantity 
of luggage required on a long Continental trip. The use of 
twin fuel tanks means that the car must be refuelled from 
both sides, but both tanks can be filled quickly without risk 
of blowing back. When the tanks had been completely 
filled it was found desirable to run for a short distance on 
one tank and then switch over to the other one, as if this 
was not done there was some tendency for fuel fumes to 
penetrate inside the car. 

In place of the now almost universal double-dipping type 
of head lamps, a dip and switch system is used on the 
Jaguar; the lights are very good, a useful range and spread of 
light being provided in both positions. Twin fog lights are 
also fitted as standard equipment, and these are operated 
by an extra position on the main lighting switch; the action 
of turning this switch cuts off the head lamps and auto- 
matically switches on the fog lights. The horns are par- 
ticularly powerful and have a very penetrating note, a 
feature that is particularly useful on a fast car. Twenty- 
three grease nipples require attention at intervals of 2,500 
miles. 

The Jaguar provides extremely good value for money; it 
has an outstanding perfor- 
mance, and for its size it 
does not have an excessive 
thirst for fuel. It has 
plenty of passenger space 
and is very satisfactory 
for a driver desiring a 
large saloon with sports 
car performance.

its head down the vast stretches of N.6 through Tournus 
and Macon to Lyons. Here, indeed the advantages of the 
overdrive showed up in no uncertain manner for, with the 
car cruising at an indicated 80 on the 3.03 to 1 ratio, the 
engine was running easily at about 3,200 r.p.m. At such a 
gait, of course, nothing overtook me, and I was constantly 
coming up behind little strings of traffic, five or six cars 
jockeying to pass one another. On such occasions a flick 
of the overdrive switch into the direct top gear and a little 
more throttle would send the Triumph scampering past, 
with a crisp rattle from the exhaust which quietened down 
again as one flicked the overdrive in once more. 

As it was Sunday the road was pretty busy and so were 
the police, for there is a drive on in France to reduce road 
casualties. I was naturally very careful at every village 
with the limit sign, but on the open road it was impossible 
not to delight in the car’s capacity for speed. In fact, despite 
the many speed limits, I found that each hour would see 
nearly another 60 miles covered without any effort to do so, 
and including an occasional stop for a cooling drink or a 
cigarette. 

So I came to Avignon and the Hotel d’Europe for the 
night, with 350 miles for the day’s journey covered in eight 
hours, an average of just on 44 m.p.h. in spite of numerous 
stops. South of Lyons the weather had improved and I 
had taken down the side screens, keeping the hood up as 
protection from the hot sun which at last broke through 
the clouds. At Avignon it was really warm, and after dinner 
I strolled to the ancient Palace of the Popes, which has been 
so sympathetically restored by the French Government. 

Then came a couple of days in real sunshine as the TR2 
and I headed eastwards along the Riviera towards Italy. 


S an observer at the Scottish Rally at Whitsuntide and 
at the Alpine Rally during July, I had been much i 
intrigued by the obvious capabilities of the little 


Triumph TR2. When the Liége-Rome-Liége Rally came 
along, which I wanted to see, it occurred to me that a TR2 
would be an ideal mount for the purpose. On Friday, y n With 
hat 15. Wakh cee olin oe cuien, % The TR2 Shows Its Capabilities Over 2,400 
collected a geranium-red TR2 at Coventry—actually the 
identical car of The Autocar Road Test early this year—and 
headed south for Dover on one of the few fine days of this 
appalling summer. Next morning I drove aboard the Lord 
Warden, with the sole object of getting as far south as 
possible. 

It was a bright sunny morning as we docked at Boulogne, 
where the band of the Grenadiers and a French guard of 
honour were drawn up. A delicate compliment, I thought, 
but then found that the Mayor of Dover was visiting 
M. le Maire of Boulogne, and that the town was en féte. 
As a result, the normal route from the dock was obstructed, 
so that I had to plunge into the maelstrom of one-way streets 
in the town itself. When I passed one jovial agent de police 
for the second time he gave me a whimsical look and 
exclaimed “Tiens! Encore?” His instruction to turn left, 
and left again, landed me in a press of buses, cars and 
horse-drawn vehicles firmly wedged behind a road barrier. 
It was all very amusing, but occasioned a loss of valuable 
time. 

At St. Pol I stopped for lunch and by the time I reached 
Soissons it was well into the afternoon, the sun had gone in 
and it began to rain. Night was falling—as well as heavy 
rain—as I ran into Troyes with only 250 miles on the clock. 
It was still raining next morning as I headed the little red 
car southwards along N.71, following the picturesque valley 
of the Seine to Chatillon and Dijon, but I remained snug 
and dry with hood and side curtains erected. I could not 
bring myself to hurry over the road from Dijon through 
Beaune to Chalon-sur-Saéne, because the famous Burgundy 
vineyards were looking a picture, and did not seem to have 
suffered unduly from the recent storms. 

To make up for my loitering, however, I gave the TR2 
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At Ventimiglia there was a long queue of cars three abreast, 
shepherded by half-a-dozen agents, waiting to pass through 
the frontier post. For one hour and forty minutes we sat 
and baked in the blazing sunshine, moving forward a few 
feet ata time. At last it was my turn to hand out my carnet 
and passport, which were quickly stamped, and then I con- 
tinued my journey, thankful for the cooling breeze which 
movement of the car brought. 

Along the winding road of the Italian Riviera it was a 
question of keeping in the queue, except when a brief straight 
and the TR2’s vivid acceleration allowed one to jump to a 
gap ahead. The tourist traffic seemed astonishingly heavy 
with cars from Great Britain, Germany, Belgium, Switzer- 
land, Sweden, Denmark and Morocco, but, of course, 
August is the peak of the holiday season on the Continent 
as in England. Not until I reached Genoa and turned 
northwards along the autostrada towards Milan was it 
possible to make any swift progress. 

On the run to Milan, however, the overdrive again came 
into constant use and the engine seemed to improve in 
smoothness with a little full throttle burst, for along the 
slow winding road of the Italian Riviera it had evinced an 
occasional misfiring which I put down to dirty sparking 
plugs. The same tendency was noticed again on the winding 
road along the shore of Lake Como, but then, on the fast 
road through Sondrio to Tirano and Bormio, the engine 
again settled down to its steady beat. 

Rain had now set in again, and I was sorry for the com- 
petitors in the Liége-Rome-Liége, who must have had an 
uncomfortable night’s drive before, in the early morning, 
they climbed the Stelvio and ran down to the Bormio 
control, where I was awaiting them. Then came a hard 
day’s motoring for the TR2, for I whisked it up the Stelvio, 
down to St. Maria, over the Fuorn Pass to Zernez and Sus, 
then over the Fliiela to Davos, down the valley of the Land- 
wasser to Tiefencastel and Thusis, swinging north to 
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Bonaduz and turning westwards for Ilanz and up the valley 
of the Reno, which at Truns was a muddy flood threatening 
to overflow its banks. As a matter of fact, a few hours later 
it did, and there were four feet of water across the road. 

But by then the TR2 had stormed over the Oberalp Pass, 
in rain which was almost solid, down into Andermatt where 
it was getting dusk. I was tempted to stay in comfort at 
Andermatt, but was due to make a rendezvous with an 
aircraft at Geneva next day. The muddy torrent of the 
river which flows down from the Furka was obviously 
threatening the road and the bridges, and it was already over 
the railway line in places. So, with some misgivings, for 
the clouds were low and made visibility so poor that lights 
were desirable, I pressed the Triumph on up the Furka. 

Some of the passes I had already been over were decidedly 
loose and rough, and with so much power available in such 
a light vehicle I had found that a certain amount of care 
was necessary to retain maximum adhesion. However, the 
Triumph took me safely and swiftly to the top, the ther- 
mometer not having risen a fraction and the oil pressure 
gauge not having fallen in the least. 
















Roads Flooded 


Then past the Rhone glacier down to Gletsch, to find that 
the run down the valley to Munster is now almost a boule- 
vard. At Brigue I felt that both the TR2 and I had earned 
a night’s rest, for the rain was still coming down in stair- 
rods. In the morning mine host told me that the road I 
had travelled over the previous evening was impassable 
through floods. 

As I ran into Montreux the rain ceased and the sun came 
through, and at Rolle, when I stopped for lunch, I looked 
out across Lake Leman, and could see the muddy waters 
of the Rhéne making a wide brown strip down the centre 
of the lake. I got away from Geneva about 4 p.m. and the 
Col de la Faucille, with its good surface and easy gradient, 
was nothing to the TR2 after the rough and narrow moun- 
tain passes which it had already covered. 

As I had to be alongside the ship at Boulogne next day, 
I had to “press on regardless” northwards, but the road 
through Morez, Poligny, Dole, Gray, where N.67 was fol- 
lowed to St. Dizier, then N.4 to Vitry-le-Francois, and then 
along N.44 to Chalons-sur-Marne and Rheims, is fast and I 
could use the overdrive to advantage. 




















420 Miles in a Day 






Stopping for petrol about 100 miles south of Rheims, I 
rang up the Lion d’Or in that city to reserve a room, and 
said that I should arrive in two hours’ time. It was now 
dark, but with yellow bulbs in the head lamps, which cut 
down the light a little, I had no flashing from other drivers 
and managed to complete the journey on time. This was 
the longest day’s run, with 420 miles on the clock, but it 
was done so easily that in spite of numerous stops and delays 
it occupied a little less than twelve hours. 

It was still dull next morning, but the 178 miles to 
Boulogne were an easy four-hour run. And so back to 
England in the Lord Warden once agdin. In the ten days 
the little TR2 had covered 2,400 Continental miles, includ- 
ing several of the highest Alpine passes and mostly in torren- 
tial rain. Hood and side curtains were kept up all the time 
except for the two days along the Riviera. Even in the 
worst rain I remained snug and dry, and on the highest 
mountain climbs the heater was utilized, for there was still 
quite a lot of snow about. 

Of the car’s performance there is little to say that has not 
already been said in The Autocar Road Test. Over the 
whole distance the fuel consumption worked out at 32 m.p.g., 
despite a high average speed from point to point and much 
third and second gear climbing of some of the highest moun- 
tain roads in Europe. The taste of the Triumph has cer- 
tainly whetted my appetite for more.

the public in this country was 
never more forcefully shown than during 
the Anglo-American Vintage Car Rally 
held last week; the organizers of the event 
must be thoroughly satisfied at its success. 
Sponsored by the British Travel and Holi- 
days Association and by the 
Vintage Sports-Car Club and the Veteran 
Motor Car Club of America, the rally 
brought together teams of ten British and 
ten American cars on a run from Edin- 
burgh to Goodwood; each team included 
five Edwardians (1904-1914) and five Vin- 
tage cars (1915-1930). Never before has 
a picked team of American cars and 
drivers competed with a similar British 
team in this country and never have such 
elderly cars had to travel so far. 

To the older generation the rally must 
have brought memories of the 1,000 Miles 
Trial run by the Automobile Club (now 
the R.A.C.) in 1900 to’ demonstrate, by 
means of a drive from London to Edin- 
burgh and back, that the car had become

Paisicaliedie interesting to British eyes 
were the American cars, many of which 
had never been seen on British roads— 
Lozier, Simplex, Kissel, Biddle, Mercer 
and Pierce-Arrow are all leg names 
in the American industry and none is in 
current production. The standard of 
American car production tended to be set 
in those days by the immortal Model T 
Ford, or “ Tin Lizzie,” and few people in 
this country realized that many of its con- 
temporaries were high-quality cars of out- 
standing interest, well ahead of their time, 
beautifully made and even more strikingly 


elegant than some of our own prized 
Edwardians. 

Oldest Americans were the 1906 Model 
K Ford, known as the Six-Forty Speed- 
ster, and the Stanley Steamer of the same 
year, known as the Stanley Gentleman’s 
Speedy Roadster. The enormous Pierce- 
Arrow produced admiration wherever it 
went. With an overall length of 19ft the 
car has a six-cylinder side-valve T-head 
(exhaust and inlet valves on opposite sides 

the block) engine of nearly 13 litres, 
developing 100 b.h.p. at 1,500 r.p.m. This 
enormous car has seats for two, an occa- 
sional folding seat at the back and an out- 
rigger seat on the left-side running board; 
the car has right-hand drive. The Pierce- 
Arrow’s owner, H. Austin Clark, Jnr., of 
Long Island, an enthusiast in the truest 
sense, owns a collection of over 250 
historic cars which are kept in the Long

Island Automotive Museum. The Ameri- 
cams were accompanied by two reserve 
cars—Tony Koveleski’s 1914 Stutz Bear- 
cat and T. McKelvie’s 1929 Model J, < 
litre Duesenberg Roadster, ed 
develop 265 b.h.p. 

Of the British team, the oldest was 
D. G. Fitz-Patrick’s 1906 Wolseley-Sid- 
deley, which has the original upholstery 
and paintwork, the latter having needed 
only a coat of varnish to bring it up to its 
original glory. A. Brooke’s 1914 Prince 
Henry Vauxhall, driven by R. Barker and 
N. Arnold-Foster, was discovered after 
lying upside down in a field for 18 years, 
and patiently restored. The captain of 
the British team, T. W. Carson, was driv- 
ing a 1920 E-type 30-98 Vauxhall owned 
by Cecil Clutton, esident of the 
V.S.-C.C. Apart from the fitting of a later 
front axle to provide it with front 
wheel brakes, the car is in original condi 
tion. British escorts were such famous 
cars as Cecil Clutton’s 1908 12-litre Grand 
Prix Itala, A. Jeddere Fisher’s 1913 Lancia 
Theta, L. T. C. Rolt’s 1925 “duck’s 
back” Alvis, Kent Karslake’s 1919 37 h.p. 
Hispano-Suiza, with servo four-wheel 
brakes, and Forrest Lycett’s well known 
8-litre Bentley. 

The American team, together with the 
two reserve cars, landed at Liverpool on 
August 28, setting out on the on the 
following day and reaching Edinburgh on 
August 31.

there was probably the finest gathering of 


Veteran, Edwardian and Vintage cars that 
has ever been. Apart from the competing 
teams there was a display of 70 Veterans 
and Edwardians from the Veteran Car 
Club and 157 Vintage and Edwardian cars 
from the Vintage Sports-Car Club, the 
Bentley Drivers’ Club, the 20-Ghost Chib 
and the Bugatti Owners’ Club. As several 
spectators said, it was like letting a child 
loose with unlimited chocolates. 
Unfortunately the Gentleman’s Speedy 
Roadster (what car was ever more elegantly 
named?) had had further trouble and its 
lace in the Goodwood tests was taken by 
ony Koveleski’s Stutz Bearcat, glitter- 
ing and unblemished in its bright yellow 
enamel.

It volled to an 
amazing degree with little tyre squeal and 
without ap tly losing its con- 
trollability. Prince Henry Vauxhall, 
driven by N. Arnold-Foster, was fastest in 
this test by a fair margin and the Pierce- 
Arrow, in spite of its enormous wheelbase, 
was extremely nimble. The Stutz Bear- 
cat, too, was quick, beating the Frazer- 
Nash by over two seconds, and it was the 


only American car to complete this 
maneceuvre in under 50s. 

After lunch the superb gathering of 
Veterans made laps of the circuit, followed 
by a 40-minute stamina test for the team 
cars. This entailed completing a minimum 
of 15 laps in the 40 minutes. The Lozier 
unfortunately seized, perhaps because of 
a binding rear brake which practically 
caught fire, and Barker’s Prince Henry 
Vauxhall, lapping steadily at around 
60 m.p.h., spun at Madgwick Corner on 
its final lap, stalling the engine, which was 
successfully restarted; the car actually 
completed an equal number of laps to the 
fastest Vintage car, A. Heal’s 1926 3-litre 
Sunbeam. T. P. Breen’s 4}-litre Bentley 
broke a piston and completed only 13 laps, 
running disconsolately on three cylinders.

Visiting Vintage cars made two demon- 
stration laps and, among these, the 1927 
7,642 c.c. Rolls-R Royce of S. E. Sears was 
beautiful beyond words. 

Leaving a feeling among the crowds 
that they had stepped back 50 years in 
time, the hesitant and graceful Veterans 
left the course, some on trailers but the 
majority under their own power. The 
teams lined up along the pits for the con- 
cours d’elégance while the judges, headed 
by Sit Hugh Casson, carried out their 
extremely difficult task. Eventually a 
decision was reached and the trophy was 
presented to T. W. Carson, representing 


the team, by the Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon. 


And so the transatlantic visitors con- 
cluded their friendly match—“ visiting 
firemen” indeed, in the well-known 
U.S.A. expression for visitors from the 
sticks come to enjoy themselves in town. 
It is to be hoped that their enjoyment of 
Britain reached the required standard.

HE neve morning sun shone on the polished black 

bonnet of the car as it stood by the kerb. A Sunday 

emptiness filled the early morning streets; the neigh- 
bours slept. It was 9.20—five minutes late, and the driver 
hastily swallowed the last bite of toast and marmalade, flew 
out of the door and into the driving seat.

antlers of the stags in Richmond Park; here there is a speed 
limit of 20 m.p.h. The road wound on, by-passing Leather- 
head and Dorking, sheltering beneath Box Hill, and 
distantly sighting Leith Hill, having joined the winding 
streams of traffic on A24. 

It was a gentle, pleasant way through the Weald, leisurely 
because dense traffic made haste impossible and the driver, 
realizing that she was not expected to pass anything, gradu- 
ally relaxed. Anyway, a real traffic jam is good clutch prac- 
tice and quite fun; it has the obvious advantage of keeping 
an owner happy calculating the distance of his bumper from 
the car in front; and-if we stop suddenly, has the car behind 
good brakes also?

Greasing 
Thoughts from Overseas 


[65899.]—I was about to write to you, raising a complaint about 
chassis lubrication, when your issue of May 14 arrived with a 
very apt and concise article “Time off The Road.” When will 
manufacturers realize that the biggest snag to the quantity- 


produced car is this greasing problem? I write from the view- 
point of a motorist in an overseas country district, but there 
are many in my position. 

No normal human can be expected to grease the modern car 
himself without a ramp or hoist. My nearest town is over 20 
miles away. When I go there I am busy, and cannot leave my 
car for two or three hours to wait its turn for greasing. 

The charge for greasing at a service station here is 10s 6d. 
With petrol at 3s 4d a gallon, arithmetic shows that the elimina- 
tion of the 10s 6d every 1,000 miles, in a car doing 28 m.p.g., 
is equivalent to an improvement in petrol consumption of about 
2 m.p.g. 

My next car will probably be a Rover, if I can afford it, but 
what a selling point the cheaper saloons would have if their 
chassis bearings were built in the same way. I do not think 
automatic chassis lubrication is the answer here, with its 
multiplicity of pipes, on account of flying stones on our shingle 
roads. Apropos of stones, manufacturers might note that holes 
in chassis cross-members mean increased weight, as the members 
fill up with shingle. ; ; 

One service station’s comment on the greasing question was 
this: “It is a good thing, from the safety angle, to have a car on 
the hoist at regular intervals; you can see if anything is coming 


adrift underneath.” I wonder what the manufacturers think of 
that one. 
I have no connection with the Rover company though I have 
completed 79,000 happy miles in one (without a rebore), 
Ashburton, New Zealand.

Compression Ratio 
The Influence of Barometric Pressure 


[65900.]}—Mr. R. A. Lowe [65879] appears to be under a slight 
misapprehension in regard to the interpretation of the use of a 
pressure gauge for engine compression testing. 

The figures he quotes for his own car (76 lb per sq inch) 
suggest that his gauge measures pressures in pounds per square 
inch above atmospheric pressure, and not cbsolute pressure. 
They will, however, be true (given an accurate gauge) irrespec- 
tive of the compression ratio of his engine. 

The question of compression ratio (C.R.) arises only when 
one is concerned with the estimation of the maximum theoretical 
absolute pressure possible from his engine, 

This may be derived by the relation (Ax C.R.)+A where A= 
atmospheric pressure in pounds per square inch on the site of, 
and at the instant of, the test (i.e., suitably corrected for altitude, 
temperature and so on). For practical purposes A may be 
derived from the barometer reading in inches at the time of 
the test, using the relation: Bx 14.7 lb per sq in where B= 
barometer reading in inches. 

Example: assuming barometer reading to t: 31 in 


an * 14.7 Ib per sq in=15.19 Ib per sq in. 
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At 5:1 compression ratio: 
(15.19 5)=75.95 Ib per sq in gauge pressure. 

15.19 x 5)+15.19=91.14 !b per sq in absolute pressure. 

From this it will be seen to be fairly simple to derive the 
appropriate criteria for any engine of any compression ratio. 

Whilst the figures obtained by such a test are of interest, they 
merely indicate a general condition, contributed to by valves, 
piston rings, gaskets and other factors, without discrimination. 
To be of real value the complementary vacuum tests should 
be applied, and if your correspondent should care to write to 
me I would be glad to loan him a copy of a procedure for a full 
engine analysis. P. MONKMAN.

t is unlikely that these gauges read absolute pressure (other 
correspondents may know this); for a gauge reading absolute 
pressure, the figures given would all have to be increased by 15 lb 
per sq in. 

One suspects from Mr. Lowe’s figures that his engine has, in 
fact, a compression ratio of 6:1; such an increase over the 
maker’s specification may have resulted from an engine overhaul 
or the fitting of non-standard parts. W. WILson.

An American Driver in Britain 


[65904.]—You might be interested in a few reactions of a U.S. 
reader to motoring in Britain. 

Some motorists have little “lane” sense, but straggle across 
their side of the road, tempting one to pass them on the inside. 
At traffic lights they pull up in the middle of their side of the 


street. A great deal of traffic congestion would be eliminated 
if drivers would follow lanes, real or imaginary, and learn to 
turn left from the left lane, and so on. Perhaps a first step 
would be for the Government to paint lane lines on all the 
wider streets and highways. 

There is a tendency to regard the flicking of a traffic indicator 
arrow as a substitute for looking over the shoulder. I have 
had cars pull out to overtake when I was overtaking them, and 
almost abreast. Also, evidenced by arm wagging, they some- 
times seem to feel that it is up to them to decide whether the 
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car behind has the power, speed and space to overtake them. 

Zebra crossings are often ignored. When I have stopped, 
other cars have dashed through, almost hitting the people who 
were encouraged to start across because I stopped. Police 
enforcement is the only answer and it has been effective in 
California (as distinct from New York). 

The charges by British Railways to take a car across the 
Channel—from £6 to £10 approximately—are extremely high. 
A similar crossing of Juan da Fuca Straits in the Pacific North 
West has cost from £2 to £3 for many years and drive-on 
facilities have been available since the twenties. If a private 
airline can compete with British Railways’ steamers the latter’s 
price is surely exorbitant? ; 

British drivers may lack the dash of the French or Italian, 
but they are the politest in the world.

“Finishing Touches” 
A Case in Point 


[65910.]—I was very interested in your leader in The Autocar 
of September 3 concerning the cheapness of fittings and finish 
incorporated in high-priced British cars. 

For several years I have been an enthusiastic owner of a 
make costing almost £3,000 but, in many respects, I have been 
very disappointed with the latest model which I acquired a few 
months ago. The usual polished wood fillets in the interior 
have been replaced with metal strips attached in such a way 
that each screw has made a slight depression in the metal, thus 
giving a wavy effect; the quarter light openers, formerly of solid 
brass highly plated, are now roughly finished pressings, and 
the lamps appear to be exactly the same quality as those fitted 
to the cheapest quantity produced cars. In previous models, the 
tools rested in a moulded bed inside an aluminium case, but the 
current outfit consists of the cheapest possible too! roll. Further, 
the good brass-type pump previously supplied has now been 
eliminated from the equipment. 

The car has a wonderful performance, but I have had a 
great deal of trouble with accessories; in under 5,000 miles the 
following items have had to be replaced: Rear spring dampers 
(twin), radiator, oil and water temperature gauges, tachometer 
and the carburettors. 

I think I have said enough to support your contention that 
cars in the hand-made class are not now of the standard one 
expects for the price paid. W.C.H

Misapprechension 
An Explanation of a Recent Statement 


[65911.}—The belief that 800 child cyclists a year are killed on 
the roads is erroneously conveyed by reports of what Mr. Hugh 
Molson, Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Trans- 
port, said at Nottingham the other day. 

This figure is actually the total number of boys and girls 
killed on the roads; Mr. Molson was careful to point out that, 
of the 800, only 126 were child cyclists, of whom he says there 
are now 1,000,000, thus giving a death rate much lower than for 
any other group using vehicles on the road. Were it half as low 
it would, of course, still justify all that is being done to reduce 
it to vanishing point, to which end the cycling tests already 
taken by 65,000 boys and girls are a notable contribution. 

A little army of members of the Cyclists’ Touring Club and 
the National Cyclists’ Union are ready to see through for noth- 
ing an extension of these tests if local road safety committees 
will do the job of organizing them.

The only history available is that which the A.A. managed to 
obtain for me. It was owned by some travelling showmen of 
no fixed address, who sold it to a scrap dealer without registra- 
tion book or licence plates. I bought it from him for £15. It 
was then fitted with a four-seater body which had been cut off at 
the back—probably to carry lions in cages! About that time 
the spray gun must have been invented, as every part had been 
sprayed red; upholstery, tyres, steering wheel, speedometer, the 
lot. Anyway, preservation was complete and after one year’s 
hard work the chassis and engine were reassembled and in 
working order.

The High-reading Mileage Recorder 


[65915.}—A popular make of car, récently tested by your drivers, 
had a speedometer reported as indicating “ high” throughout its 
range; e.g., indicating 84.5 m.p.h. at an actual 76 m.p.h. 

The same report referred to petrol consumption; but if the 
mileage indicator of the car is as untruthful as the speed indic- 
ator and petrol consumption calculated thereon, the purchaser 
is to be perpetually misled by petrol charges approximately 10 
per cent greater than fact. 

This is deception, surely? To fit an optimistic speedometer 
may be good fun, but to fit an exaggerating mileage indicator 
is certainly not so. I wonder if any reader has returned such a 
speedometer as faulty, under the guarantee? There is full justi- 
fication for so doing.

ated with cars of above average quality, which stand up 

well to mileage and time. For this reason they are among 
the models that are sought after on the second-hand market, 
where a reasonably youthful car that does not appear to have 
covered a great mileage may, nevertheless, give a good deal of 
trouble after purchase. The model which has just been tested 
was not much over two years old, and it seemed to be in good 
condition. Its price, however, was considerably less than the 
cost of a similar car new. It was provided for test by Glan- 
field Lawrence (London), Ltd., 407, High Road, Finchley, 
Londor, N.12, who claimed to be familiar with the car’s history 
since its original purchase. 

The black cellulose was virtually unmarked, as the car was 
provided fresh from the vendors’ paintshops, where scratches 
had been made good. The chromium plating was also sound. 
The brown upholstery was in average condition, but the carpets 
and plastic roof lining were virtually new. The Hawk is very 
much a family car, and the gearing is such that it is rarely 
necessary to change down from top gear. On the car tested, 
the adjustment of the steering column gear selection mechanism 
was at fault and bottom gear could not be engaged. For this 
reason it was not possible to obtain standing start acceleration 
figures which would do justice to the car. The fault had not 
been noticed by the vendors, as second gear is usually engaged 
when moving off in normal circumstances and there was no 
indication of any serious fault within the gear box. , 

The engine was smooth and, with the help of the automatic 
choke: mechanism when necessary, it always started at a touch. 
Acceleration was brisk, and even when the car was driven hard 
there were no fumes or signs of mechanical fault. The steering 
did not have excessive lost motion at the wheel, and it was 
light although low geared. 

There was no noticeable wear in the transmission. The 
suspension provided a comfortable ride, adequately controlled 
by the spring dampers, making it possible for the driver to 
remain fresh over a usefully large mileage. The brakes were 
said to have been recently relined. They were powerful but, 
presumably because of the “bedding-in” process of the new 
linings, they needed some adjustment. The rear tyres were 
worn, although there was some tread remaining, while the 
spare and the front tyres were good. The rear tyres were not yet 
in need of replacement. \ 

All the tools provided by the makers as standard were still 
in the car, and a heater and demister—available initially as an 
optional extra—were fitted. Instruments included water tem- 
perature and fuel gauges and a speedometer with trip and total 
mileage recorders. A light was fitted to give warning of low 
oil pressure 

The condition of the car as a whole was good, and in appear- 
ance and performance it gave the impression that it had been 
well looked after by its previous owner. There was every 
indication that it was capable of a great deal of reliable service 
in the future

ance from car manufacturing of British Salmson just before 

the last war, for this original French marque had earned a 
place in the list of high quality, high performance cars. The 
car tested was of special interest inasmuch as it was believed to 
have covered only a nominal mileage before the war and to have 
been dismantled and stored throughout hostilities. Certainly ‘it 
appeared to be in unusually good mechanical condition for its 
age. 

This car was a 2.6-litre model, and it was provided for test 
by the Pages Lane Service Station, Colney Hatch Lane, Muswell 
Hill, London, N.10. The light green paintwork was good, 
although there were some rusty spots, particularly on one wing 
and below the fuel tank. The chromium was in good condition. 
The green interior had been refurbished and the seat cushions 
had been set up. The hood provided good visibility to the 
sides and the rear. 

This Salmson was delightful to drive. The six-cylinder twin 
overhead camshaft engine always started instantly and was very 
responsive to the throttle. The shaft drive to the camshafts 
was a little noisy, but during extensive driving there did not 
appear to be any indication of more serious wear. The engine 


|: was with real regret that enthusiasts noted the disappear- 


revved treely and at 4,000 r.p.m. it seemed to be perfectly happy. 
This engine speed was used frequently when traffic conditions 
permitted, the speedometer indicating 80 m.p.h. The speedo- 
meter itself was optimistic, but there was no doubt that the car 
would cruise at over a genuine 70 m.p.h. with power in hand. 

Backing up the performance was an unusually good suspension 
for a car of this age, independent at the front—provided by a 
transverse leaf spring—giving a stable ride that was not uncom- 
fortably bumpy. The steering left nothing to be desired. There 
was no measurable lost motion at the wheel, the slightest move- 
ment of which provided an instant response. The gear box had 
to be used freely to get the most out of the car. It had synchro- 
mesh on third and top gears, and a fast change could be made 
from third to second by the double-declutching process. The 
stubby, remote-control lever was ideally placed and the 
mechanism so smooth that an enthusiastic driver was tempted to 
change gear needlessly. 

So often with pre-war cars it is found that the brakes are not 
up to modern standards and the driver must be specially on his 
guard. The Salmson had good hydraulically operated brakes, 
however, and the full performance of the car could be used 
with confidence. As would be expected on such a car, there was 
a useful array of instruments, which had been augmented by the 
previous owner. There was an induction manifold gauge, a 
Tapley meter and a state of charge indicator for the battery. 
There was also a visual feed upper cylinder lubricator. 

Having in mind age, few cars tested in this series have 
accounted for themselves better. This car seemed basically 
sound, and the good performance, stable suspension, accurate 
es and well behaved engine made it pleasant to drive in all 
conditions.

Not your re- 
porter, devoting some part of his summer 
holiday to following the fourth Tour de 
France Automobile, organized by the 
Automobile Club of Nice and the French 
sporting journal L’Equipe. But there is 
method in his madness. Indolent by 
nature, he would not otherwise follow 
the devious routes round France that the 
Tour imposes, nor would he permit the 
clock to govern the number of kilometres 
in the hour which his vehicle covers. 
Why should he, when the hot Midi sun 
is beating on the shoulders, and the glass 
of Byrrh awaits his sampling at the street 
corner?

Nearly 4,000 Miles 


The Tour de France is dynamite. It 
covers 6,041 kilometres in a week (Nice to 
Nice), and it does it in three stages. Who 
is game for a week of 3,775 miles? With 
nine special tests thrown in? In fact, 
this year 124 competitors were, and their 
cars left the sun-warmed Promenade des 
Anglais in the evening of Friday, Sep- 
tember 3, heading west for the Pyrenees. 

Such cars! There are, admittedly, 
reasonably standard Renaults, Dyna 
Panhards, Simcas and suchlike; there were 
Aston Martins and Jaguars and a 
Triumph TR2. But there were also a 
number of wickedly beautiful devices, 
mostly painted that delightfully innocent 
French sky-blue, that were just recogniz- 
ably Gordini, Panhard DB, Renault VP, 
Simca, Osca, Ferrari and Moretti. Names 
to conjure with, concurrents to envy (until 
one saw them, bearded, red-eyed and 
weary, at the end of a stage), and per- 
formances to study with the aid of the 
slide rule. Where were the British? 
Absent, alas, except for the American 
entry of Mr. and Mrs. Cramer, listed 
under GB with an Austin-Healey; and 
that entry ended in a terrible tragedy. 

The Tour de France does not keep to 
the main roads. Consequently your corre- 
spondent found himself climbing from

Nice to Grasse, then using N562 and 561 
to reach the ancient city of Nimes; these 
roads wind, rarely straight, through that 
desolation of scrub which sucks a pre- 
carious livelihood out of the volcanic rock 
of ages forming the hinterland to the 
Mediterranean littoral. For a brief spell 
of D road (France’s low-category side 
road) tere are hairpin bends, and where 
there is an abrupt edge it is unguarded, 
so that the competitors, speeding along 
here on the night stretch, will have to 
keep awake unless they want to bed down 
in a ravine. 

From Nimes to Arles there is the relief 
of straight road, through scenery that is 
typical of the Camargue and is intimidat- 
ing rather than heartening. Having 
created this flat emptiness, you feel that 
the Almighty sent the brilliant hot sun to 
mitigate the vast spaciousness of sky and 
flatland. Yet it does not help, and Mont-

pellier and Beziers, with their plane trees 
and rush of end-season holiday traffic, are 
a relief to the lonely soul. 

After that it was on to Narbonne, 
though not to Carcassonne, that oasis of 
walled loveliness that should exercise a 
Neapolitan compulsion on the tourist. 
For from Narbonne the route lay north- 
west “to the junction of N613.” Study 
N613 on the Michelin map: you may 
learn something of its wild and winding 
character as it traverses the département 
Aude and climbs up to the Pyrenean 
plateau. It is am ageless, age-old land- 
scape, through which this road runs in 
an endless series of corners. Your car 
is a fly, exploring every wrinkle of the 
brown and aged face of a sleeping 
matriarch. When another car meets you 
you are vaguely relieved, while impatient 
with yourself for feeling lonely; but this 
time-worn landscape has the power to 
impress upon the traveller his ephemeral 
character; it was in the Aude that the 
Cramers plunged to disaster... . 

By daylight on the morning of Satur- 
day, September 4, the cars were passing 
through Quillan and Tarascon, over the 
Col de Port (above the tree line), then 
down to St. Girons and over the Col de 
Portet Aspet. “ Difficile ou dangereux,” 
says Michelin, and certainly on the Portet 
d’Aspet there is no room for error. The 
Pyrenean cols differ from the Alpine 
variety in an inexplicable way; the altitude 
figures may be less impressive, but the 
grandeur is more so. Once the car is 
snuffling up, on far less than full power, 
where the /acets climb through bracken 
and bare rock, you begin to wonder if the 
four hawks up in the blue might be 
vultures? But the comforting tourist 
luxury of Bagnéres de Luchon dispels 





the illusion and from here competitors 
climbed up to the first of the special tests 
—a timed climb of the Col de Peyre- 
sourde. 

Fastest runs here were made by an 
Alfa Romeo (Deroux and Gouteyron) in 
Class A, an Aston Martin (H. and J. Da 
Silva Ramos) in Class B, and a 235-litre 
Gordini (Pollet and Gauthier) in Class C. 
The groups were special series touring, 
series sport, and sports cars, and the climb 
was over 4.5 kilometres (2.8 miles). 

The section began under trees but 
rapidly climbed above the tree-line. Under 
the branches the hot smell from engines 
hung heavily; Colucci and Salganik’s 
Renault streaked up from Luchon to add 
to it. Audemard and Wensinger’s Peugeot 
203 developed it in the transmission, for 
the clutch was obviously giving up. 
Trouble was, in fact, rife in the early 
stages, and cars were already showing 
signs of damage. One would say that 
this event is tougher 9n a machine than 
any other; drivers must stress everything 
to the limit if they hope to achieve any- 
thing in the results, end the way the cars 
are handled borders on the fantastic. It 
is as if Le Mans were run ali round 
France; in fact, 100 miles of Le Mans it- 
self formed the second special test. By 
this time 88 cars remained of the 124 
which left Nice the night before. 

Of those 88, many bore collision scars; 
Jauson and Bourga’s Alfa, Arnold and 
Oestreicher’s Lancia, Mercader and 
Laine’s Porsche, Peron and Bertramnier’s 
Osca, Coulibeuf and Aumaitre’s Ferrari 
and Vernet and Dumazet’s VP Renault. 
Tough? When the sports cars came round 
in their heat, screaming into the Arnage 
series of bends, one would have thought 
that Les Vingt-quatre Heures du Mans 
was the event being run on the hot Sunday 
afternoon. Guelfi and Quinlin’s Gordini 
was in the lead, Guelfi driving; it was the 
blue 24S 3-litre model. Close behind was 
the 24-litre Gordini of Pollet and

with Pollet at 
the wheel. Picard and 
Barraquet’s Ferrari was 
in third place, but for 
only one lap, and the car 
did not finish the trial. 
Neither had the Da Silva 
Ramos Aston Martin, in 
spite of a sparkling per- 
formance early on in its 
class. The crowd warmed 
to the Gordini duel, and 
when the 2}-litre passed 
the 3-litre at the last 
moment there was 
breathless excitement. 
The polished driving of 
the two Gordinis made it 
difficult to believe that 
their pilots had been on 
the road for two nights; 
yet those who were awake in the old ram- 
parted city of Angouléme could bear wit- 
ness to the echoing snarl as competitor 
after competitor shot through the town in 
the early hours of Sunday. 

The end of the first stage was at Brest, 
by which time the cars had covered about 
1,500 miles. It can be vouched that few 
of those miles had been over the “long, 
straight roads of France.” On the roads 
chosen, drivers knew no restfulness, for 
the curves were continuous and the work 
at the steering wheel was a major effort. 

On departure from Brest (stage two) 
there was an acceleration and braking test 
over 300 metres, and after this the 3-litre 


Gauthier, 
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Galtier’s Renault was dying on him as 

he neared Arnage Corner at Le Mans. 

After leaping out and pushing the car, 

he jumped in and coasted it safely off 
the road at the bend. 


Gordini led in the general classification, 
with the 24-litre second. Group leaders 
were Alfa Romeo TI (Martignoni and 
Rabezzana) touring, Ferrari 1,995 (Herzet 
and Bianchi) series sports, and Osca 1,490 
(Peron and Bertramnier) sports. 

And this, one must remember, was 
merely the beginning of stage two of this 
tremendous ordeal. It would be a week 
before the cars arrived back at Nice, and 
even when they did so they would have 
to face that gruelling 100-kilometre race 
round the Promenade des Anglais circuit. 
But before that there were five more tests : 
acceleration at Rotbaix, speed on the 
Rheims G.P. circuit, a hill-climb at Nancy, 
an acceleration test on departure from 
there on stage three and an arrival hill- 
climb up the La Turbie road from Nice. 

These were special tests. The route 
itself continued to be one long series of 
tests, and the final night in the Alps, tra- 
versing all the well-known cols, must rank 
as a motoring ordeal that only the toughest 
cars and drivers can survive. In the end, 
54 cars arrived at Nice, and the Tour was 
won by the 24-litre Gordini (J. Pollet and 
M. Gauthier). Class leaders were: Alfa 
Romeo TI 1,884 (Martignoni and Rabez- 
zana) touring, Maserati 1,984 (J. Estager 
and J. Proto) series sports, and Porsche 
555 1,498 (C. Storez and H. Linge) sports. 

Something of those final stages will be 
included in next week’s issue.

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Sparking plugs between Scylla and Charybdis

the six-headed monster and Charybdis the ship- 
swallowing whirlpool, a sparking plug must find a 
nicely calculated middle way between the opposite 
dangers of overheating and fouling. 

The safe path between these dangers is a narrow

How- 
ever, all the more credit to Hawthorn, 
who had to hold off the full strength 
of Lancia, as well as Aston Martin, 
Jaguar, and the rest, with the lone 
works Ferrari. Bonnet was very 
unlucky to crash so late in the day 
while leading the T.T. itself on 
handicap. 

On the present basis the Panhards 
are almost bound to win if they suffer 
no mechanical trouble or accident. Any 
engine size handicap formula which 
was “perfect” would have to be 
worked out for dry roads, so that one 
good shower of rain would be enough, 
in theory, to ruin the chances of the 
bigger cars—and at Dundrod one can 
rely on at least one good shower! It is 
desirable that a car of any size should 
be able to win the T.T., but it is diffi- 
cult to think of any handicap basis 
which would be fairly sure to result in 
an interesting race. 

Another aspect is that it is doubtful 
whether much Continental opposition 
will appear when there is not a close 
struggle for the world sports car 
championship. One cannot see Lancia 
and Ferrari going out of their way to 
enter an almost solely handicap event. 
The appearance of strong international 
opposition is a great attraction to the 
public that the Ulster club needs, and 
the crowds are likely to be bigger, too,

HE Anglo-American Rally was, with- 

out doubt, an outstanding success 
from all points of view. It is only too 
rarely that enthusiasts in this country 
have the opportunity to meet their 
American counterparts and the experience 
was a great pleasure.
